"""* NATIONAL, TAXATION CONFERENCE TO BE HELD. 
Questions of taxation have of late assumed an importance which thej 
did not have a generation ago, and this fact is being recognized In a variety 
of ways says Bradstreet's. The earnestness with which projects of taxation 
are being discussed before our legislative bodies is one of the indications 
going to show that the people generally appreciate the Importance of such 
legislation 
A call, has recently been Issued for a national conference on 
the subject of taxation, to be held m Buffalo on May 23 and 24 next. The 
discussions proposed for this conference will cover a wide field. They will 
include such topics as the inter-state taxation of quasi public corporations, 
the taxation of personal property and of mortgages, the separation of State 
and local revenues, tne taxation or i ^1^,^10, ^* equitable assessment of 
real property, the Inheritance tax, the taxation of corporations, and the 
taxes on franchises and incomes. The governors of the various States are to 
be asked to send delegates to this conference, and State tax commissioners 
and members of legislative committees dealing with questions of 
taxation 
are to be specially Invited to participate. The proceedings of the confer- 
ence ought, to say the least, to be helpful and suggestive In a direction where 
light is to be particularly welcomed.

He was one 
of the strongest1 supporters of the 
Hampton ScHbol and the only chari- 
table bequest, save one, which he made 
In bis will, was $100,000 to that school. 


"When he had finished the finest 


shipyard In America, at Newport New*, 
he directed that the negro should have 
the first chance as a laborer in the. 
yard. His Tmsiness' friends, with the 
usual want of foresight of the average 
•business' man, opposed this proposl- 


ion, and predicted a failure to build 


good ships: they said his yard would be 


laughing stock. The President of Jhe. 


dockyard company told me tbat he 
eared that 'the old man had lost hla, 
ead.' But no one dared to disobey his 
rders. He did not permit his lieuten- 
nts to 'whistle' for men but ordered- 
tiem to take the trouble to select them.

Thousands 
more are satisfied with him. The per- 
sonal factor makes the difference in 
opinion. Booker Washington has al- 
ready raised many of the blacks above 
the condition of the 'poor whites.' 
Their progress Is surprising, when we 
remember that the provisions of the 
Constitution of a great Christian nation 
kept them In slavery and ignorance for 
a century, and those who were born at 
the foot of Bunker's Hill consented to 
It. AH we know of the black race at 
present is that, on the whole, it re- 
sponds to a good environment. But the 
stronger race must make the environ- 
ment in the first instance as Mr. Hun- 
tlnfrton did it

HAWAIIAN CASES

A PITIABLE EXHIBITION. 


Those who are running this Legisla- 


ture seem to be more Intent on getting 
an extra session, with its $200 per capita 
salary allowance, than to devise ways 
and means for carrying on the Terri- 
torial government. The crying need of 
the day is a method of raising revenue. 
The Treasury is nearly empty, the ma- 
jor sources of financial supply under 
the Republic have been cut off, noth- 
ing is doing with the genuine revenue 
bills, instead, the majority in 
the 


Senate and House are carrying on 
Limekiln Club debates and proposing to 
squander money that is not in sight on 
Tom, 
Dick and Harry and to impose an 


extra session with all its burden of 
expense upon the taxpayers. 


By adopting such A policy as this, Ha- 


walians hurt themselves politically as 
much as they hurt the Territory finan- 
cially. They forget that their capacity 
for self government is on trial and that 
Washington, through an hundred eyes, 
Is watching them to see if the welfare 
of the people here demands any changes 
in the Organic law. So far, the best 
friends of the Hawailans have watched

HE strike at the Honolulu Iron 


Works has taken a new phase. 
The .Iron Works has large con- 


tracts on hand and the striken assume 
that the company could not afford to 
remain idle with the obligations inci- 
dental to these contracts unmet. The 
Iron Works Co. has, however, made re- 
sistance to the strikers' demands a 
matter of principle and has refused to 
acquiesce In them no matter what the 
consequences may be. 
The company 


holds that compliance would be to vir- 
tually turn over the business of the 
'company to the control ot the Union, 
the latter having demanded at the start 
that none but members of the union 
shall be employed and that the union 
shall fix the rate of wages, and that a 
certain employee or employees shall be 
discharged at the demand of the uni<-->. 


I The Iron Works company has been 
endeavoring: to get machinists from -he 
coast and has obtained some wiio hav» 
gone to work. It has also been utiliz- 
ing members of its force usually engag- 
ed In other departments. 


I The amount of work on hand, is 
how- 


ever, so large that the company does 
not propose to wait any longer for a 
possible settlement or until enough 
machinists can be obtained to do ail the 
work required, but Mr. Hedemann, the 
manager, will leave by the Mariposa to- 
morrow for the coast, taking with him 
plans and specifications 
for about 


$100,000 worth of work which he will 
distribute among the machine shops on 
the coast and the East. 
I As this work consists of about seven- 
ty-five per cent of labor it seems that 
t75,000 worth of labor money which 
would otherwise be spent In this city 
In the next few months will be sent 
abroad. 
I It Is understood that the strikers have 
now reduced their demands to the dis- 
charge of the foreman. The Iron Works 
company claim that the grounds of 
dissatisfaction are insufficient and de- 
cline to discharge him.

Sugar Interests of 


Australia are 


Endangered. 


Australian sugar planters are having 


trouble In getting a supply of desira- 
ble field laborers to take tne place of 
the kanakas, who will eventually quit 
work. 
The planters are opposed to 
the Importation of Asiatics, and yet 
there seems to have been offered no 
suggestion as to what other labor can 
be obtained. White laborers have been 
tried, but the experiment se«ms doubt- 
ful. The white men, It Is stated in the 
Australian papers, are physically ca- 
pable of doing field work, but their 
mental twist Is such as to make them 
almost unbearable. 
No mention is 
made of Importing the American ne- 
gro to perform the work, but there 
seems a disposition to bring In labor- 
ers from Polynesia. 
The South Sea 
Islands will be scoured In the attempt 
to secure more field workers. "Col- 
oured" laborers with the Australians 
means persons from the South Seas. 
The Queenslander hints at the anni- 


hilation of the sugar Industry unless 
the proper class of laborers can be re- 
tained. It believes that the industry 
will be killed unless the sources of 
labor are left as they are, and is firm 
in the belief that the salvation of the 
industry lies in the continued impor- 
tation of South Sea Islanders. 
This opens up a new field for the 
Hawaiian sugar planters tn case the

THE CZAR OF THE HOUSE. 


A number of witnesses whose testi- 


mony Is of Importance in the cases 
of the United States against Frank O. 
Soo^ergren and Nelson Stuart, charged 
with assault upon the high seas, have 
been imprisoned by order of the United 
States District Court, to prevent their 
leaving the Territory before the trial 
of said cases. 


1 The Grand Jury yesterday Investigat- 
ed the matter and it reports as follows: 


"The United States Giand Jury In 


session beg leave to call the attention 
of the Honorable Court to the method 
employed by the United States Ma.n>hal 
for the detention 
of 
witnesses, and 


other persons pending their examina- 
tion In this Court. 


"Your Jury upon careful examination 


Hnd that at the present time the method 
employed to secure the presence of the 
witnesses and otner peisuns wno may 
be required In the United States court 
and may be unable to provide bonds for 
their appearance, Is to commit them to 
the care of the High Sheriff of the Ter- 
ritory, who places them In the Terri- 
torial penitentiary, unaer tne same con- 
ditions and regulations as the prisoners. 
Tour Grand Jury are Instructed that 
this hi a violation of United States law 
governing the detention of witnesses 
and persons held for appearance in 
Court, that such persons should be de- 
tained In a jail and not a penitentiary. 


I "Your jury find that the persons held 
to appear in this United States Court 
are treated while In prison the same 
as those under sentence for the worst 
of crimes (excepting only that they are 
not put to hard labor), they are obliged 
to submit to the same prison regula- 
tions and fare, and from the evidence 
of many witnesses and from a sample 
breakfast produced before your Jury, we 
find that the rations supplied to the 
prisoners are not of such quantity or 
quality as these men are entitled, to at 
the hands of those who hold them In 
confinement for no fault of their own. 
Your jury feel that to place these per- 
sons under the same rigorous discipline 
as that adopted for convicts, to require 
these persons to mingle with those held 
for the worst of crimes, to give these 
persons no favors not granted to con- 
victs, is an outrage upon the right of 
Innocent American citizens and should 
not be permitted by any United States 
authority.

It was a request to allow the 
840 soldiers, officers and men, to change 
their present clothing to new uniforms 
which had undergone fumigation, and 


and 


take them to the railroad wharf, where 
they could be entrained on fiat cars and 
taken to Kallhl Detention Camp and 
held there In strict quarantine for two 
weeks. 


Major Robinson said the camp could 


be provisioned in advance and that 
thereafter no communication would be 
had with them by the outside world. 
The quarantined troops would have 
their own cordon of sentinels placed 
within the stockade. He proposed to 
call for assistance from Major EnnlS 
commanding the battalion of the Sixth 
Artillery ft Camp McKlnley and have 
these soldiers entirely surround the De; 
tentlon camp by two lines of guards, 
making it practically bayonet quaran- 
tine. Ambulances would also be pro- 
vided ahead of the arrival of tbe quar- 
antined troops and at the least sign of 
fever among any of the men they would 
be sent at once to Quarantine Island 
for treatment

During the absence of the troops from 


the vessel, fumigation would be carried 
on on a targe scale. It was proposed to 
batten down the hatches and pump the 
vessel full of fumigating material and 
' thereby render It perfectly clean when 
the voyage to.

of 840 officers and men from that trans- 
port, to establish them in a detention 
camp here. In .order that the ship may 
bo properly cleaned and disinfected. 
Having no Government grounds on 


hand for this purpose, I hereby respect- 
fully ask authority to make use of the 
Territorial grounds known as "Kallhl 
detention camp," 
In order that 
the 


game may be placed entirely under the 
supervision of the quarantine authorities. 


Should this be granted, H will be un- 
derstood that the military authorities win 
establish a cordon of sentinels about the 
camp and maintain such guard as to

"1 have felt, as we all have, that the 


peculiar character of the population 
here renders the chances of Infection 
much greater than they would be in 
an Anglo-Saxon community, and the 
chances of the infection infinitely more 
disastrous. I cannot as a layman, see 
quite as much danger in It as the Pres- 
ident seems to, but it does seem to me 
that the vessel which can be had, solves 
the problem. The cost of $250 a day to 
the Government amounts to nothing 
compared with the risk of life, and I 
know the Federal authorities would not 
ask us to risk the lives of the public 
here, and in view of the fact that the 
"Foster" can be had I offer the follow- 
ing motion- 


Whereas, there are now about four 


hundred (400) unlnfected people in 
the 
detention camp who will have to be 
provided for elsewhere in case it is used 
for the purpose requested; and,

LOSSES OF FILIPINOS. 


NEW YORK, April 9.— According to 


a Herald 
special from -Washington 


since tbe rebellion in the Philippines 
50,000 men is tbe lowest estimate of 
tbe war department of tbe casualties 
sustained by the Filipino forces; 7,667 
rifles have been captured or surrender- 
ed and 65,142 rounds of ammunition 
have been seized. 


The number of Filipinos killed can- 


not be accurately determined, as Gen. 
MacArtfaur, In his dispatches states 
that It Is Impossible to be accurate on 
this point It would not surprise offi- 
cials should the Filipino fatalities reach 
25,000 and some say that 50,000 Is closer 
to the real figures. Adjutant General 
Corbln Is satisfied that the casualties 
suffered, by the Insurgents will form a 
potent reason for the abandonment of 
further resistance by the natives. 
\ 


GENERAL YOUNG'S VIEWS. 


NEW TORK, April 9.— A special to 
tbe Tribune from Washington says: 
Major General S. B. M. Young, who 
has just returned to Washington after 
serv! ,sj nearly two years in the Phil- 
ippic s, had this to say about condi- 
tion m tbe Islands: 


"In the six weeks that have elapsed 
si^re I left the islands, some important 
changes have been wrought, so that 
I am unable- to say accurately just 
what the situation is in Luzon now. 
I do believe, however, that the capture 
of Aguinaldo, and his acceptance of 
American authority, will have a bene- 
ficial effect and no doubt a strong 
tendency to bring about peace and or- 
der. Some of the leaders will probably 
come in and surrender, as I see small 
bands are doing from day to day. It 
is impossible to say what such men 
as Alejandrino and Santos 
will do. 
They may decide to follow Aguinaldo's 
example, and again they may be am- 
bitious and desire to become leaders in 
his stead 
Alejandrino, who has been 
spoken of as Aguinaldo's possible suc- 
cessor, is an able and intelligent Fili- 
pino, but I understand that his com- 
mand is well scattered and small. Gen- 
eral Tino Is the 
Filipino leader in 
Northern Luzon, and is quite active. 
Under him are perhaps 3 000 men, with 
more or less loose and disconnected 
organization, 
divided 
Into 
guerilla 
bands, who drop down on quartermas- 
ter and commissary supply trains ac- 
companied by small parties. 
They 
never flght in the open, and take to the 
mountains when a force of American 
soldiers appears. 


"Even If tJ( the leaders do come in 
and surrender there will remain small 
organized bands for rome time to come, 
which will cause trouble. I am not in 
favor of reducing the military force 
in the islands below the 60,000 limit 
We will need fully this number of men 
to maintain peace and give assurance 
of tranquillity. Had not General Trias 
surrendered before the capture of 
Aguinaldo he would, no doubt have 
been selected as the Filipino leader, 
Dlsque, of the Forty-seventh Volunteer 
Infantry, and twenty-two enlisted men 
of Company B of that regiment. The 
soldiers were accompanied 
Dy four 
members of the Federal party of Bu- 
lan, who, upon arrival at Irqcin, ad- 
dressed the people of the Tillage gath- 
ered in a convent setting forth 
to 
them the advantages that would accrue 
to them by a declaration of fealty to 
the American cause. As a consequence 
1,073 
natives from the surrounding 
country took the oath of allegiance 
within the next few days. Meanwhile, 
Emitrio Funes had signified his Inten- 
tion to surrender all the Insurgent 
forces in Sargosnn province to the Am- 
ericans, but asked permission to take 
part in tbe celebration of Wasnington's 
birthday at Bulan on the 226L For this 
reason the forces under his command 
were allowed to retain their arms, al- 
though officers and men took the oath 
of allegiance on the evening of the 21st 
The next evening the entire force for- 
mally laid down their arms at Bulan. 
Captain McLain, of Company B, who 
commanded the post at Bulan, express- 
es the opinion in his report that this 
surrender brought all armed Insurrec- 
tion In Sargoson province to an end. 
The total military force which surren- 
dered consisted of thirty-four officers 
and 136 men 
anct have made an effort to continue 
the Insurrection

PEKING, April 8 —The rumors which 


have. been current during the past few 
dft,ys of the 
outbreak of a rebellion 


headed by General Tung Fu Hslen, the 
former commander of the northern 
army, in the provinces of Mongolia and 
Shensi, have been absolutely authenti- 
cated. 


Li Hung Chang and Prince 
Chlng 


have received information on the sub- 
ject, which, 
though indefinite, 
still 


proves that the court is seriously 
alarmed. 


General Fu Hslen was, according to 


last accounts, about 150 miles from the 
court with 11,000 regular troops, all sup- 
posed to be devoted to himself 
The 


court has about the same number of 
soldiers at Singan-fu, but It Is probable 
that the troops of Tung Fu Hslen are 
better drilled and better armed. 


It is believed that the Mongolian re- 


bellion was brought about through 
agents of Prince Tuan and 
General 


Tung Fu Hsien. Li Hung Chang thinks 
there are about 5000 regular troops in 
Mongolia and inclines to the belief that 
they have not joined in the rebellion. 
He does not think that the court is in 
any danger and thinks the object of 
Prince Tuan (who was last reported at 
Nlng-hsu with 10,000 men prepared to 
resist arrest) and General Tung Fu 
Hsien Is to create a diversion of Inter- 
est in order to force unconditional pro- 
tection of themselves.
